MORRISTOWN, Tenn.. June 17 
—Mattie Pearl Manning, the Ten­ 
nessee child bride who is as pretty 
as she is definite about her mu­ 
sic dislikes, today had 20 years in 
jail to look forward to as a con­ 
sequence of the murder of her 
husband. 
The 14-year-old girl was con­ 
victed of second degree murder by 
a jury and sentenced after a five- 
hour trial in which she testified 
that 
she 
killed 
her 
husband, 
Daymon W. Manning, 35, because 
she didn't like the song he sang. 
The tune 
was "Tomorrow's 
Gonna Be A Burying Day." 
Mattie 
Pearl’s father, 
Frank 
Morgan, 50, was found guilty of 
the same charge and given the 
same sentence. The atate accused 
him of inspiring the murder. 
Her blonde hair deftly marcelled, 
her jaws falling rhythmically to 
the business of chewing gum. Mat­ 
tie Pearl told hei story without 
change in her bland expression to 
a jury of 12 men. 
She testified that her husband 
had been a trifle piqued when he 
asked for hit trousers, which she 


had been called on to wash, and 
they couldn’t be found. 
That was w'hen he began to 
sing: "Tomorrows Gonna Be A 
Burying 
Day." Because of 
the 
theme of the tune, Mattie said, "I 
thought he was going to kill me." 
So great was her fear, the hea­ 
vily rouged young widow said, 
that she shot her husband as he 
ate 
his lunch 
in her 
parents1 
home. A bullet in his heart, Man­ 
ning went staggering across fields 
and over fences until he dropped 
dying. 
At first, Mattie Pear! and her 
father both insisted that Manning 
shot himself. Then the girl, who 
quit school in the second grade, 
confessed she shot him. Then the 
father confessed. 
But both were indicted by the 
grand jury and tried on a joint 
murder indictment. 
Defense attorneys sought to Im­ 
press the jurors with the nature 
of Mattie Pearl’s environment and 
lack of education. Uniter direct 
examination, 
she testified 
She 
didn’t 
know the 
name of the 
President of the United States or 
the governor of Tennessee.

ernment at the nearest filling sta­ 
tion. 
President Roosevelt has named 
the county USDA W ar Boards to 
head the scrap rubber drive in 
rural areas. Members of the local 
board met Monday to decide ways 
and means of putting the drives 
over in Pickaway county. 
“All rubber may be turned in at 
any gasoline filling station,” Mr. 
Boggs said, "Thanks to the coop­ 
eration of the oil industry which 
has made available all its person­ 
nel and facilities for use as col­ 
lection depots.” 
Mr. Boggs pointed out that on 
success of the rubber collection 
drive hinges the President’s deci­ 
sion as to whether or not gasoline 
rationing should be extended over 
all 48 states. Conservation of the 
nation’s stockpile of rubber now 
in the hands of private automo­ 
bile owners is one argument ad­ 
vanced for universal gas ration­ 
ing. 
“Agriculture has a big stake in 
the success or failure of the rub­ 
ber drive.” Mr. Boggs arteried,, 
“since tbs amount of reclaimable 
rubber that is collected will be a 
decisive factor in the rationing of 
rubber for agricultural purposes, 
such as the retreading and recap­ 
ping of farm er’s Urea.” 
He stressed that neither filling 
stations nor the oil industry will 
make any profit on rubber pur­ 
chased during the drive. 
Rubber 
delivered to the filling stations 
will be bought at the rate of I 
cent per pound. 
The oil industry 
will sell the rubber to the Rub­ 
ber Reserve Company, a subsid­ 
iary of the Reconstruction Fi­ 
nance corporation. 
Any receipts in excess of the 
purchase price paid by the filling 
stations will be turned over by!

Gallbladder Treatment 
Varied To Suit Cases 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
WE HAVE SPOKEN in th* 
last two articlss this week of the 
causes and the nature of gall­ 
bladder disease. Most of this wa 
have found to be infection due to 
the constant stream of bacteria 
and toxins which come through

the portal stream through the in­ 
testine into the liver. Gallbladder 
discase is naturally very common 
and about 40 per cent of all adults 
have some degree of it. ranging 
from a mild catarrhal inflamma­ 
tion of the gallbladder to actual 
gallstones. 
, 
As we said. also, the manifes­ 
tations of gallbladder discase are 
mostly dyspepsia, such as lack 
of ap p etite, discom fort a fte r 
meals, especially formation of gas 
and belching. The severe casea of 
gallstone colic with pain and jaun 
dice arc greatly in the minority. 


Relief W ithout Operation 
What to do about a given case 
depends on the judgment of the 
physician. It is always possible 
to operate on these ca^cs when the 
attacks become crippling or inter­ 
fere with daily comfort and daily 
health, but it is also true that 
many of them go on for many 
years causing v ery little trouble. 
For instance, in a series of cases 
reported to the American Medical 
Association. 37 per cent of chronic 
cases had satisfactory relief over 
an average of more than eight 
years without an operation. 
In the management of these 
eases the diet should receive the 
utmost consideration. In the first 
place, we know—as pointed out in 
an earlier article this week—that 
a fat diet will empty the gall­ 
bladder and since most of its 
trouble is due to the retention of 
* infective material, the use of the 
i yolk of an egg or toast heavily 
coated with butter once or twice 
a day will drain a mildly infected 
gallbladder as well as anything 
! else. 


Incidentally, it is also known 
that many of the cathartic salts 
will drain the gallbladder and a 
small dose of phosphate of soda 
in a half-glass of w ater in the 
morning before breakfast has a 
very beneficial effect. Bile salts 
are often given to modify the 
thickness of the bile. 
Most im portant of all, however. 
is to keep the amount of any meal 
down. A study of a large series 
of cases indicates that most of the 
attacks of gallstone colic or from 
an infected gallbladder come on at 
IO or ll o'clock at night after the 
patient has gone to bed after a 
heavy evening meal. 
For a person over the age of 40. 
cutting down on the amount of 
any meal by at least one-third 
would not only reduce attacks, but 
be good for the general health. 
Suggested articles for such a diet 
are: 
Brcakfat t : Melba toast with 
butter; cooked cereal with cream; 
one egg. 
Luncheon: Custard; a small 
serving of fish or meat. 
I 
Di nner: Baked potato with but­ 
ter; small serving of meat; toast 
J with butter; stewed or fresh fruit.
